FIRST DAY. 

The North Carolina Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, convened in its Fiftieth Session 
at the Methodist Church, in the town of Reidsville, N. C., 
on Wednesday morning, December ist, 1886, at 10 o’clock.

Resolved 2d, That, as a further evidence of our kindly feelings, the members 
of the North Carolina Conference be and are hereby requested to take collec- 
tions as early as possible, after reaching their fields of labor, wherever deemed 
advisable, to aid in repairing these damaged churches. 

Resolved ^d. That the funds so raised be forwarded to Mr. Harvey Cogswell, 
Treasurer of the Repair Fund, Charleston, S. C.

Julian S. Carr, Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of 
Trinity College, submitted a report of the financial condi- 
tion of the College, with a verbal appeal for its endowment.

Resolved by the North Carolina Conference assembled in Reidsville, N. C., 
December 3rd, 1886, that, prompted by the fear of God and the good of the 
people of the State and the Church of God — also by an earnest desire to qualify 
our ministers to come and w^ho shall occupy their high positions before the 
Israel of God and be the better qualified to meet growing demands for higher 
culture as society advances and as the gospel is shedding its light in the world, 
do hereby resolve: 

1st. That we are deeply impressed that we ought and will begin or continue 
to use our efforts to endow Trinity College to the amount of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars during the Conference year 1887. 

2d. That we will put such agent and agencies into vigorous operation for the 
securing of the moneys necessary and to be invested as a permanent endowment 
at interest, such interest only to be expended for the support of the professors 
of Trinity College. 

3d. That, upon the endowment of the College, the ministers of the North 
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Carolina Conference shall have the privilege 
free of tuition, with the consent of the Board 



of educating their sons therein, 
of Trustees.

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MEMORIAL SERVICES.

L. S. Burkhead read the memoir of JAMES Ma- 
honey : 

MEMOIR OF JAMES MAHONEY. 

Rev. James Mahoney was born in Sumpter county, S. C., August I2th, 
1812. His parentage was of good stock, and it may be said of him, “ that 
from his youth he knew the Scriptures.” He professed religion at the age 
of 16 years, and began from that hour a consecrated service to his Lord — 
which only ended on earth with his long and useful life. He was licensed 
to exhort when quite a young man, and after a few years of excellent ser- 
vice as an exhorter, he was licensed to preach, and made full proof of his 
ministry as a local preacher, as the Lord gave him time and opportunity. 
For II years he was proof reader and local editor on the staff of the South- 
ern Christian Advocate. In 1853 he moved to Wilmington, N. C., where 
he lived for 12 years, during which time he gave full proof of his ministry 
as local preacher and supply. Thence he moved, in 1865, to Greene 
county, N. C., where he proved himself most useful to all the churches 
within reach of his home. He was a model local preacher and never idle, 
but always diligent in the Master’s vineyard. In 1869, feeling that God 
had called him to a larger field of usefulness and labor, he joined the North 
Carolina Conference at Newbern, N. C. He was from that Conference 
appointed to Williamston Circuit, where he remained during 1870-1871. 
In 1872 he traveled Stanly Circuit ; 1873, Clinton Circuit ; 1874, Cokes- 
bury Circuit ; 1875-1876. Carteret Circuit ; 1877-1878. Columbia Circuit ; 
1879, Mt. Olive Circuit ; 1880-1881. Neuse Circuit ; 1882-1883, Guilford 
Circuit : 1884. Bath Circuit ; 1885, Nashville Circuit. On many of these 
charges his labors were marked by the conversion of hundreds of souls to 
God. Through his instrumentality the Lord did a wonderful work on the 
Columbia Circuit. Largely through his influence a powerful temperance 
reformation swept all over that section. Besides, he added more than 250 
persons to the church on that circuit. On Williamston, Clinton, Cokes- 
burv, Carteret, Mt. Olive, Neuse. Guilford, Bath and Nashville, there was 
left the impress of his character and holy life ; and all who came in contact 
with him felt the influence of his fervent prayers and spiritual ministry. 
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“ And many who saw his boldness for Christ marvelled, and took knowl- 
edge of him that he had been with Jesus, and seeing the many, who were 
healed standing with him, no man could say anything against him ” 

James Mahoney was a man of prayer, and a man of faith. He had a 
tirm trust in Divine Providence and believed his steps were ordered by the 
Lord. He was thoroughly consecrated to the itinerant ministry ; and when 
it was suggested at the last Conference that on account of his age he had 
better take a superannuated relation, he protested, saying, “ No, let me 
have another appointment ; I want to die with all the harness on.” 

Bishop Keener appointed him to Pamlico Circuit. He felt that the 
work was heavy for one of his age, and seemed to be impressed that it 
would be his last. But he did not murmur nor complain. His great desire 
was to visit all of his children before he went to his work. After seeing 
those in North Carolina, he started to Florida, where he had two sons and 
one daughter. On his way he stopped in Goldsboro to spend the Sabbath 
with some dear friends. He attended church in the morning and prayed 
a fervent prayer at the ciose of the pastor’s sermon. It was his last in the 
house of God. That night he was taken with a malignant type of erysip- 
elas in his left hand. The following Thursday God took him. His work 
was done, and God gathered his aged servant home to Himself. The world 
may not write dotvn this veteran of the Cross as one of its great ones, but 
God and the church give him praise for they knew his value and sterling 
worth. If he never received any flattering appointments among his breth- 
ren, nor held any offices of power, nor accumulated fame, nor fortirne, yet 
he did the work well which God gave him to do, and he was beloved by all 
who knew him, and had the Father’s seal upon him as a chosen vessel. His 
dying words were shouts of triumph and victory. The brave soldier has 
laid down his armor of earthly warfare and battles, and gone up to join 
the innumerable company of angels and the general assembly of the church 
of the firstborn, which are written in heaven. God bless his widow and 
* children, and may they meet him there. 

God grant us grace to finish our work with joy and to triumph as he 
triumphed.

P. F. W. Stamev read the memoir* of WILLIAM H. 
Watkins : 

MEMOIR of rev. \V. H. WATKINS. 

Rev. W. II. Watkins, the subject of this memoir, was born in Rich- 
mond county, N. C., June 25th, 1847, died at his home in Albemarle, 
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Stanly county, N. •C., at g A. M., April 27th, 1SS6, aged 38 years, 10 
months and 2 days. He professed religion and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, under the ministry of Rev. Joseph Wheeler, Nov. 15th, 1868. He 
began to preach the gospel in the year 1873, and was junior preacher that 
year under Rev. M. V. Sherrill, then pastor of Wadesboro Circuit. 

In December, 1873, at our Conference, which convened at Goldsboro, 
he was admitted on trial. His first circuit was Stanly, which he traveled 
in 1874; in I 875 ~b, Columbia Circuit; in 1877-8, Mt. Olive Circuit; in 
1879-80, Williamston Circuit; in 1881-2, Halifax Circuit; in 1883 he was 
stationed at Plymouth, and while there his health gave way in August, He 
rested about two months and then resumed partial labors again until the 
close of the year. 

In 1884 he was sent to Roanoke Circuit — his health gave- way again on 
the first Sal)bath in {une. He remained in charge, however, until close of 
the year, but employed the Rev. W. W. Rose to do the preaching, but 
Bro. Watkins went with him to nearly all the appointments superintend- 
ing the work — making short talks occasionally — praying and instructing 
penitents, and visiting among the people. 

In the fall of 1884. during the session of Conference at Wilmington, he 
was superannuated, and soon thereafter he went to Albemarle where he 
remained until the day of his death. 

In the year 1875, February 4th, while he was in charge of the Columbia 
Circuit, he was happily married to Miss G. P. Hearn, of Albemarle, with 
whom he lived as a dutiful and affectionate husband, and whom he loved 
so ardently, and who so cheerfully helped him on all his fields of labor. 

As a Christian. Bro. Watkins was a model one. No one can lay aught 
to his charge. He made both saint and sinner feel, while in his presence, 
that he was a man of God. During his entire sickness his conversation 
was of a spiritual nature. 

Bro. Watkins was a good and very successful preacher. His sermons 
were sound, logical and impressive. He was a fine pastor and an untiring 
worker in the vineyard of the Master. He was very successful on all his 
fields of labor in bringing souls to Christ; and in building and repairing 
churches and parsonages, he had but few equals. He was beloved by the 
people he served, and many were the messages of love and sympathy he 
received from them during his illness. 

The gospel he preached to others sustained and comforted him all 
through his afflictions. He spoke as calmly of his approaching end as one 
going to sleep. He did not fear, but welcomed death. He often quoted 
Paul, “ For me to live is Christ, but to die is gain.” His death was peace- 
ful and easy. On a bright and lovely spring morn, he died without a 
struggle. While the rays of the morning sun were falling in golden tints 
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upon the green foliage of the trees, and upon the gre^ grass and beauti- 
ful flowers, and when the birds were praising the Creator of the Universe, 
in chirp and song, he breathed his last. 

In his death the church has lost a faithful minister but our loss is his gain.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

In the accomplishment of any purpose there are three things essential : ist, 
An intelligent view of the purpose ; 2d, Means and resources equal to the 
design ; 3d, Motives sufficient to move to the use of the means. When these 
three are combined, there cannot be failure. The absence of either may prove 
an effectual hinderance. 

We are persuaded that the absence of the first is the cause of the slow pro- 
gress of Christ’s kingdom in the world. The church of God has-not advanced 
to a proper conception of the world’s sore need of the gospel, and her inaliena- 
ble duty to supply that need. The “Great Commission” has not yet been 
1 burned into the heart of the church as it should have been. 

I Why, after all these centuries, during which history has recorded events in 
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which we can almost see the very face of the Son of God, and through which? 
the ringing tones of the risen Redeemer have been ceaselessly falling upon the 
ears of his followers, “Preach my gospel to every creature;” is it that the 
world is largely an unconquered territory ; that there are vast regions untouched' 
by the gospel ploughshare ; that the most populous of the nations have not seen 
the light that shone from Zion’s hill? 

The gospel contains all that is necessary for the world’s regeneration. Be- 
hind it, in it, through it, is the power of God, the power unto salvation. 

The experience of nineteen centuries has proven that it is equal to the moral 
and spiritual needs of men of every age and class and clime. All it needs is 
proper application. If in the ages of the past the missionary spirit of a Paul, 
a Carey, a Judson, had been in the heart of every professed follower of Christ, 
the world would have been to-day like Mary, sitting at the feet of Jesus, learn- 
ing of Him, loving Him, calling Him Lord. The failure to win the world for 
Christ lies at the door of His people. They have not sufficiently known or 
done their duty. 

We say it with deliberation, the church of God is not half awake to its duty 
in missionary work, is not doing the half of what she ought. There may be 
one here and there who comes up to the measure of his obligation, but the 
masses are indifferent to this great interest. We believe that the cause of this 
lies not in an unwillingness to do duty, but from a lack of information on this 
important subject. The church will never arise to the full measure of her 
privilege and responsibility until there is diffused general information among, 
all classes on this subject. 

When the Christian people lay the moral statistics of the heathen world on> 
their hearts ; when they read not merely an item now and then, but peruse 
eagerly the accounts given by the missionaries, when they study the history and' 
religion of the idolatrous nations ; when they talk of these by their firesides- 
and pray for them at their family altars and in their closets ; when they picture 
to their own hearts their condition without a Saviour, and hence “ without 
hope in the world,” then, and not till then, will the church of Christ arise in 
the majesty and strength of her opportunities and win the heathen for Christ’s 
“inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for His possession.” In 
view of these facts, we recommend the following resolutions ; 

Resolved \st. That a missionary mass meeting be held on each circuit during 
the year, if deemed practicable, the pastor and Presiding Elder to determine 
the time and place and secure speakers. 

Resolved id. That we pledge ourselves, if selected to speak, to comply if we 
can do so without great inconvenience. 

Resolved 3</, That every preacher be expected to preach at least once at each 
appointment in his charge on the subject of missions, and emphasizing the 
duty of every one to contribute something. 

Resolved ^th. That we will endeavor to circulate the A dvocale of Missions 
and such other missionary literature as we may deem helpful to the cause.

Your committee on District Conference Records have examined those re- 
cords placed in their hands and desire to report the following criticisms: 

The Fayetteville District Conference Record is well kept, and is to be com- 
mended for the conciseness with which the sense of the verbal reports of pastors 
is recorded. The roll of members, however, is imperfect, those only being re- 
corded who were present. There are also a number of abbreviations in the 
body of the minutes that may scarcely be considered in good taste. 

The Washington District Conference Record is beautifully and accurately 
kept. The only deficiency, we note, is that punctuation has been almost en- 
tirely neglected. 

The Salisbury District Conference Record has not a complete roll. Motions 
are recorded without the names of the persons who made them being men- 
tioned. There is a vast amount of matter that is foreign to the actual business 
of the Conference recorded; for instance, the announcements with regard to 
the homes of delegates are recorded and the exhortations of the presiding officer 
on various subjects. 

The Warrenton District Conference Record has no complete roll. The 
Conference did not close with the benediction the first day, as recorded. 

The Wilmington District Conference Record is well kept. There is no com- 
plete roll of members. It is stated that this is the journal of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of North Carolina. We know of no such church. 

The Shelby District Conference Record has no complete roll. Only the 
names of those present were recorded. The reports from the pastoral charges 
are recorded without mention of the names of tho.se who made them. 

The New Berne District Conference Record is well kept. 

Records of Statesville District Conference are well kept and do credit to the 
secretary. 

We would pronounce one criticism, however, a pencil instead of ink was 
used in designating the absent and present members. 

The Raleigh District Conference Record is admirably kept. 
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The Greensboro District Conference Record is admirably kept. That the 
name of the presiding officer is not signed at the end of the proceedings is our 
only criticism. 

The Trinity College District Conference Record is well kept. 

The Charlotte District Conference Record is well kept.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of Temperance feel that it 
would be a waste of words to assert that the liquor traffic is an evil, and to enu- 
merate the evil consequences that follow in its train. An enlightened Christian 
sentiment has long ago put its seal of condemnation upon intemperance, and an 
enlightened public sentiment makes the assertion which cannot be gainsaid, that 
if drunkenness be a sin, the traffic in that which makes drunkenness is a sin 
also. 

Your committee rejoice that, recognizing the evil consequences of the liquor 
traffic, the churches generally are ranging themselves against it, and, as a con- 
sequence of their action, the people are being led to agitate the question of 
prohibition. 

Especially do we rejoice that our own church, by the action of the last Gen- 
eral Conference, has put itself in the front ranks upon the question of temper- 
ance in that it makes the manufacture and sale of alcohol an immorality, for 
which a member may be tried and expelled as for any other immoral act. 

We rejoice furthermore, that as a result of the good work which has been 
done in our State by ministers, churches, and temperance societies, many com- 
munities have been led to throw off the shackles of the liquor traffic by means 

of the ballot, and that, to-day, a number of communities in our State our 

Capital among the number — are free from the evils of a legalized dram-shop. 

In short, your committee rejoice in the belief that the temperance sentiment 
is rapidly growing within the bounds of this Conference, and to the end that it 
may have an increase of growth and strength, we recommend: 

1. That our preachers preach at least one time to each congregation during 
the year upon the subject of temperance, showing the evils arising from the 
manufacture, sale and use of intoxicating liquors. 

2. That the Superintendents of our Sunday Schools be requested to deliver, 
or cause to be delivered, at least once during the year a temperance lecture to 
the children. 

3. That, as we believe, prohibition by law to be the only way to successfully 
put down the traffic in alcohol, we will do all in our power to arouse the people 
to a proper recognition of their individual responsibility upon this subject. 
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Your committee have considered certain 
and without making any recommendations 
for their consideration.

committee so recommend. The Sunday-school publications are cordially com- 
mended to all our people.

REPORT ON COLPORTAGE. 

Your committee to whom was referred the subject of Colportage have care- 
fully considered the same and beg leave to report: 

A system of colportage by which the masses may be reached with the litera- 
ture of our church is, in our judgment, one of the most important matters that 
can engage the attention of this body. The necessity for some thorough sys- 
tem of canvassing the entire membership of our church and placing our books 
in their hands is apparent to all. The prevailing ignorance among so many of 
our people of the doctrines and history of our church, the baneful influence of 
so much of the reading matter in circulation, imperatively demand of us such 
an agency as an absolute and pressing necessity. 

After thorough enquiry, patient investigation and careful consideration, your 
committee beg to recommend the following 

PLAN OF COLPORTAGE. 

1. There shall be a board of colportage, known as the N. C. Conference Col- 
portage Board, consisting of one preacher and one layman from each Presiding 
Elder’s District, holding office four years, elected by the Annual Conference on 
the nomination of the Presiding Elders. 
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2. There shall be a General Agent, appointed by the Bishop on the recom- 
mendation of the Annual Conference, whose duty it shall be to travel through- 
out our bounds and employ a suitable colporteur in each Presiding Elder’s Dis- 
trict and furnish him with our books at a discount of not less than 33^ per 
cent. His salaiy shall be the commission on the books that he sells individu- 
ally, and to district colporteurs and preachers. The General Agent shall also 
receive donations for cheap religious literature to be distributed gratuitously 
among the poor. 

3. The District Colporteur shall be allowed to sell no other books than such 
as are recommended by the General Agent. 

4. The General Agent shall make an itemized report to the Annual Confer- 
ence of all moneys received by him, and the disposition made thereof, as also 
of the number of families visted by him and by each District Colporteur, the 
number of sermons preached and public exhortations made. 

5. Nothing in this system of colportage shall be construed as interfering or 
conflicting with the sale of books by our preachers, or as relieving them of the 
disciplinary obligation in this matter. 

6. We recommend that all our preachers, as far as practicable, purchase what- 
ever books they may need through the General Agent. 

7. We hereby respectfully recommend that the Rev. P. L. Groome be ap- 
pointed General Agent.

The Endowment Fund has been appropriated by the Board and used in 
liquidation of the indebtedness of the College to Mrs. Irene Craven, execu- 
trix ; in reducing the amount of the mortgage note held by the Wachovia 
National Bank ; in making partial payment on claim held against the College 
by Mr. \\ . S. Bradshaw, of Trinity College ; in paying interest on the claims 
of the creditors, insurance premiums, etc. But the Board has never taken any 
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steps to secure to the Endowment Fund the amount advanced by it, and I 
■earnestly beg that at this session of the Board the President of the Board of 
Trustees, or whoever is the proper party, be authorized to execute to Jas, A. 
Gray, or some suitable person, as trustee, a mortgage upon the property of the 
College to secure this loan. This matter should be attended to by all means. 

The Committee of Management, consisting of Col. J. W. Alspaugh, Mr. 
Jas. A. Gray and myself, whoj at the Wilmington Conference two years ago, 
undertook the management of the College for two years, hoping that in the 
meanwhile the church would inaugurate some plan to relieve the College of its 
financial embarrassment (but in this we have been disappointed), beg to surren- 
der our charge to the Conference. We cannot consent longer to sustain the 
same relations to the institution. In our judgment the only hope for the Col- 
lege lies in a speedy endowment of the same, and to this matter we trust the 
Conference at this session will give its best thought. 

I have in my possession notes and pledges amounting to $4,659 73 * 6ut the 
poor success I have met with in collecting leads me to conclude that they are, 
^n a large measure, worthless. 

My onerous duties, my brethren, force me to resign my position as 1 reasurei. 
But, in laying down the Treasurership, I relinquish none of my loyalty as a 
Methodist, or fealty to Trinity. Its embarrassed condition troubles me greatly. 
I do assure you, and I pledge iqy sympathies, co-operation and assistance to any 
movement promising relief, but presssing demands upon my time compel me to 
resign the Treasurership. 

Praying heaven’s blessings upon the College, and trusting our common 
Father at this session of the Conference will guide and assist us in inaugura- 
ting some plan for the speedy relief of the College from its unfortunate em- 
barrassment, and will yet vouchsafe the College to the church, a bright jewel 
in the coronet of Methodism, I beg to subscribe myselt, with much love and 
esteem.

RECOMMENDATIONS, 



“I beg to recommend for the consideration of the Board the following sugges- 
tions : 

1st. That arrangements be made at this session of the Board to secure to the 
Endowment Fund the loan which that fund has made to the Board, amounting 
to $3,087.80. To longer delay this important matter, in my humble judg- 
ment, would be both criminal and sinful. 

2nd. That the Board at this session make arrangements to raise some ready 
cash to keep the insurance paid up on the College buildings, and defray some 
other cash expenses that>will necessarily arise. It is of the utmost importance 
that the insurance upon the buildings be kept up, as the property is pledged as 
security for borrowed money. 

3rd. I recommend further, that, at this session of the Conference, steps be 
taken to endow the College. It is useless to attempt to run the College any 
longer without an endowment ; and with a suitable person to manage the move- 
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ment, and tc canvass in the interest of an endowment, the purpose can be 
accomplished. 

I nominate to the Board, for the purpose of canvassing and raising the endow- 
ment, the Hon. 1 hos. J. Jarvis. While I have no reason for saying so, it is 
my opinion that his services may be had for the purpose, and with him in the 
field the endowment is assured. 

One more suggestion, if you please : that is, we make more ado over Trinity 
College, hirst, by giving the College a special day Conference week, known 
as Trinity College day ; and also during the year let each pulpit have a 

Trinity College day.” We have heretofore done too much of our talking in 
behalf of Trinity College in basement rooms, back rooms, up-stairs rooms, and 
the like, with sparsely attended committees, who were always in a hurry. That 
the College has lived as long as it has, and accomplished the great amount of 
good it has, with such treatment, is to be wondered at. Take Trinity College 
from the rear and bring it to the front. Legislate about it, and speak about it 
in open Conference for a whole day, if necessary, every year, and send much 
of the other business that comes before the Conference, to the exclusion of 
Trinity College, to the committee rooms. Stir up an enthusiasm for Trinity all 
over the chinch, and you make the endowment of the College an easy matter.”

With the present Fall Term the management of the College by the commit- 
tee, composed of Bros. J. W. Alspaugh, J. A. Gray and J. S. Carr, ceases, and 
the Conference resumes control. 

We think it eminently proper that the Conference should remember with 
gratitude the care and liberality of these brethren, and that the College under 
their supervision has reached such a gratifying state of prosperity. 

As some arrangements must be made to continue the work of this indispen- 
sable institution, your Board recommend the following resolutions for the con- 
sideration of the Conference: ' 

Resolved, \st. That the Board of Trustees be directed to secure a President 
for the College as early as possible. 

ind. 1 hat the Conference make an annual contribution of five thousand 
($5,000.00) dollars to supplement the current expense fund and pay pressing 
debts, and that the apportionment of this sum to the Presiding Elders’ Districts 
be made by the Treasurer of the Faculty, on the basis of the Conference Claim- 
ant Assessment, and that the Presiding Elders be charged with the duty of col- 
lection 

3n/. That all moneys raised on this collection be paid to the Treasurer of 
the Faculty and disbursed under the direction of the President of the College 
and President of the Board of Trustees, and that the Treasurer make a full 
report of receipts and disbursements to the next Annual Conference.

REPORT ON CHURCH PROPERTY.. 

(Adopted at Conference.) 

\ our committee on Church Property report as follows ; 

We find that during the Conference year 22 churches and 2 parsonages have 
been built at a total cost of $68,835. Total numberof church buildings belong- 
ing to the Conference, 879 ; total number of parsonages belonging to the Con- 
ference, 104 ; total value of churches, parsonages and other church property 
belonging to the Conference, $1,132,344. There is a notable improvement in 
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the construction of a large number of the new churches as to comfort and archi-^ 
tectural expression. 

A number of the new churches completed this year, and in process of erec- 
tion, are creditable to the generosity of our people and indicative <)f the mate- 
rial progress of Methodism in North Carolina. 

The time has come in the history of our church when it is necessary that we 
should have in our cities and larger towns rooms specially equipped and furnished 
in order to insure the largest measure of success in the Sunday-school work. 

There is a growing need for suitable parsonages on many of our stations, 
■circuits and districts. 

There has been considerable activity this year in securing and perfecting 
indefeasible titles to the property owned by the church, but some titles still 
remain unperfected. 

In many localities the attendance upon the administration of the Word, and 
the successful operation of the Sunday-schools are materially interfered with by 
a lack of suitable heating arrangements in the churches. 

Your committee therefore recommend, 

1. That building committees, wherever practicable, adopt the modern and 
improved style of architecture in the construction of church buildings, holding 
in view the advantages to be derived from having separate apartments for the 
Sunday-school work. 

2. That earnest efforts be made during the coming year by the preachers 
assigned to charges where there are no parsonages, to procure the erection of 
suitable dwellings, and that care be displayed in the location of the same. 

3. That the Presiding Elders of the respective districts of our Conference be 
earnestly enjoined to require of every Board of Trustees in their districts, writ- 
ten reports as to the titles and condition of the church property, real and per- 
sonal, under their control, and that as far as possible every defect as to title be 
corrected, that attention be paid to the condition of church buildings and par- 
sonages needing repairs, and that wherever practicable, insurance against fire 
be effected. 

4. That more attention be paid to the comfort in winter of those who attend 
church and the Sunday-school, that our churches be used solely in the service 
of God, and that the promiscuous and indifferent uses made of God’s houses of 
worship be condemned by the Conference.

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ANNIVERSARY MEETING-MISSIONARY BOARD. 



Saturday Evening, December 4th, 1886. 
The Missionary Board of the North Carolina Annual 
Conference held its anniversary meeting at the Methodist 
Church, Reidsville, N. C., this evening, Rev. F. D. Swin- 
dell, President, in the chair. Opening services were con- 
ducted by Rev. M. L. Wood, D. D., former Missionary to 
China. 

The following reports were submitted and handed subse- 
quently to the Secretary of the Conference for publication : 

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS, 
READ AT THE ANNIVERSARY IN REIDSVILLE. 

In reviewing the Domestic Missionary work of the year, we are constrained 
to an expression of profound gratitude to Almighty God, for the success with 
which He has crowned the labors of the missionaries. 

Never since the connection of this Board with the work has there been such 
gratifying progress. Both in material and spiritual interests has there been a 
decided advance. 

Many new churches have been built and old ones repaired. The people have 
become more interested in our work among them, and are drawing toward us. 
If we could see the way to enlarge our field, because of an increased liberality 
on the part of the church, we could accomplish much greater results. The 
Board feels sure that we are not gaining as we might in this important branch 
of our work. 

The greatest progress, during the year, has been at Durham. One year ago 
a mission was organized there with a liberal appropriation. Now out of it we 
have an excellent church, Main street, which will be self-supporting, and Carr’s 
church which it is thought by help from the Board for one year will also be self- 
sustaining. Both of these have good church buildings. Of the others — Brook- 
lyn and Macedonia, Manly, Big Lick and Campbellton have made decided 
progress, and we expect with a little assistance this year will become good, 
self-supporting charges. 

Hatteras mission has been advanced to a circuit. We trust that the time is 
not far distant, when the great heart of the church will beat in harmony with 
our home mission work, and give liberally of their means to help win others to 
Christ, out of love to Him who gave himself for them.
